Mayor Ross Livingston welcomed the Council members in his inaugural 
address at the first Council meeting of another term of office. The Mayor's 
remarks centered around three items for the upcoming term. 1. A better 
liaison between Council and the four fire departments, 2. Council should 
start a bridge construction program based on the findings of a recently 
completed Road Needs Study. 3. The feasibility of bringing the Plattsville 
park, Town Hall and Arena under the control of one advisory board reporting 
to Council. 

Howard Jacobson, guest minister conducted a short service which 
emphasized that leadership and devotion are important in local government. 
World ideals and the pressure of change, especially the preservation of the 
family farm, commented MR. Jacobson requires a strong root system in the 
Municipal Council. 

Mayor Livingston expressed appreciation to Mr. Jacobson for his remarks. 
Despite stormy weather conditions, Councillor-at-Large Perry Sibbick and 
Councillors Roy Baker, Harvey Brown, Robert Gilholm, Don Harder and Harry 
Walton were all in attendance at this first meeting of Council. All Council 
members expressed their desire to work together for the benefit of the 
entire Township. 

Minutes of the December 20th, 1976 final Council meeting were adopted 
as printed and circulated. 

Correspondence : 

Oxford County Land Division Committee notified Council of an application 
for an agreement for Right-of-Way made by Baxter Ramsey. Notice of Public 
Hearing for the Ramsey application and the request for severance applications 
for John Wettlaufer, Cveta Jokic and Weston Sararus will be held January 11, 
1977 at the Court House, Woodstock, Ontario. 

The two applications for severance on the Grace Reading property were 
both granted subject to the proper rezoning. 

Notification was received from the Committee of Adjustment in the Township 
of Burford that a public hearing will be held on January 19th, 1977 in Burford 
concerning an application for severance by George Taylor Lot 21, Concession 1 
Burford. 

Damas and Smith Limited, Planners submitted a proposed Plan of Sub- 
division for Wolverton in the easterly portion of Lot 8, Concession 8. 

Ministry of Revenue submitted the 1976 assessment roll for 1977 taxation 
purposes which showed an increase of $738,230 assessment dollars over the 
1976 total. The 1977 taxable assessment is $13,816,082. 

The Township Solicitor, Mr. David Stock, commented on the legal status 
of the property which is owned by the Township and presently occupies 
the Plattsville Arena and the North Blenheim Horse Breeders Association 
horse show grounds. 

Township of South Dumfries enclosed an account in the amount of $9,461.14 
for rebuilding a portion of the boundary road between the two Townships in 
1976. South Dumfries also enclosed a copy of a resolution passed December 
20th, 1976 which requested the Ministry of Transportation and Communications 
to provide additional supplementary funds for 1976 to cover the paving 
portion of the boundary road conducted by Blandford-Blenheim, provided that 
Blandford-Blenheim pays their share of the rebuilding performed by South 
Dumfries. 

Township of Zorra requested Council's support of a resolution re- 
commending that all administration costs generated by a drain should be 
levied as a cost against the drain. Prior to the Drainage Act 1975 
administration costs were credited to the Municipality. Council supported 
Zorra Township's resolution. 
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K. Smart Consulting Engineer enclosed the 3rd progress payment on the 
Plattsville Arena Project. 

Township of Burford appointed Karl E. Weselam, P. Eng. to examine the 
area of central part of Lot 24, Concession 1, Burford Township for improved 
drainage. Blandford-Blenheim lands north of Highway No. 2 are affected in 

the watershed. 

Ministry of the Solicitor General advised Council that the Municipal 
Fire Protection Survey Report for Blandford-Blenheim has been completed, 
and a subsequent meeting will be arranged with the District Fire Services 
Adviser to discuss the report. 

Ministry of the Environment enclosed a copy of the Annual Report for 
Council's information of the Grand River Implementation Committee for 
1975-76 concerning the Planning and Management of the Grand River Basin 
Water Resources area. 

Ministry of Agriculture and Food informed Council that the Township of 
Blandford-Blenheim has been alloted $83,800.00 Tile Drainage Funds for the 
period April 1, 1977 to March 31, 1978. Council instructed the Clerk to 
advertise that Applications for Tile Drainage Loans will be received until 
April 1, 1977 for the upcoming fiscal year of the Province. 

Oxford County Summer Games requested Council's comments concerning their 
feeling towards the holding of Summer Games in the County. 

Council approved the spot rezoning of part of Lot 11, Concession 11 
(Blandford) and instructed the Clerk to request the County Planning Depart- 
ment to prepare the necessary by-law which when approved would permit a 
single family dwelling.

Council met at the Township Office at 9:30 a.m. for their first regular 
meeting of the month. Mayor Ross Livingston presided, Councillor-at-Large, 
Perry Sibbick and Councillors Roy Baker, Harvey Brown, Robert Gilholm, Don 
Harder and Harry Walton were in attendance. 

Minutes of the February 17th, 1977 regular meeting were adopted as cir- 
culated. 

CORRESPONDENCE: 



Oxford County Land Division Committee notified Council of an application for 
severance received from H.G. Culver and Company Ltd. and two applications for 
a Union Gas Agreement for Right-of-Way on the Blandford Square Shopping Centre 
property owned by Lehndorff Limited. Notice of Public Hearing to be held on 
March 8, 1977 at the Court House, Woodstock, Ontario was received concerning 
the George Losoncy-Nagy application for severance. The Land Division Committee 
denied the Ralph W. Sparks and Mrs. Margaret Currie's applications for 
severance and the Turner Wright application for severance was deferred pending 
the Township's comment on the desirability of a minor variance. 

Oxford County Council advised that Rezoning By-law Numbers 119-77 (Baxter 
Ramsey) and 126-77 (Herman Handels) are deemed to conform with the Official 
Plan of the Oxford County Planning Area . 

Notice of Objection to Rezoning By-law Number 119-77 (Baxter Ramsey) was 
received from Jim Phillips. 

Notice of Objection to Rezoning By-law Number 126-77 (Herman Handels) was 
received from Charles Rounds, and unfavourable comments were received from 
James Bartlett and Walter VanWeerdhuizen on the proposed Estate Residential 
rezoning on the Handels property. 

County of Oxford enclosed a Copy of By-law No. 77-2127 which established 
an Interim Levy for 1977. The Township's levy is divided into two payments 
of $48,444.00 each due on March 25 and June 24. 

Canine Control Shelter, Simcoe, Ontario submitted a request for a $2.00 
per hour increase for dog control in the Township. Council approved the 
increase since the previous $8.00 per hour rate has been in effect for two 
years. The estimated patrolling time is an average of two hours per week 
plus special trips due to an emergency. 

Miss Jessie Cowan, Drumbo submitted a letter to Council concerning the 
demolition of St. Peters Anglican Church in Drumbo, Ontario. Her remarks 
centred around comments made by a Planner with the Heritage Administration 
Branch, with regards towards preserving the Church building for Heritage 
purposes. 

Town of Valley East requested Council to endorse a resolution concerning 
amending the Municipal Election Act to read that Ontario Municipal Elections 
shall be held on the first Monday in November, beginning in the next election 
year 1978. Upon discussing the merits of resolution, Council endorsed a 
motion to note and file the request. 

City of Nanticoke requested Council to endorse a resolution requesting the 
Province of Ontario to draw upon the Provincial lottery, Known as "The 
Provincial" to assist Municipalities financially due to increased costs as 
a result of the snow storm experience during the last weekend of January. 
Council endorsed a motion to note and file the request. 

A public meeting concerning the management of private woodlands, hosted by 
the Aylmer District of the Ministry of Natural Resources, will be held on 
Tuesday, March 15, 1977 from 11:00 a.m. to 4:00 p.m. at the office of the 
Western Ontario Breeders Incorporated. 
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Bell Canada enclosed a statement of Gross Receipts payable to the Township 
in 1977 which amounts to $29,846.95. The 1976 payment amounted to $26,144.55. 

Upper Thames River Conservation Authority enclosed their 1976 annual 
report, including the Auditors 197 6 financial statement, as well as the 
Authority's 1977 forecast budget. The levy imposed on the Blandford-Blenheim 
portion of the watershed is assumed by the County of Oxford. 

Ministry of Treasury, Economics and Intergovernmental Affairs has offered 
financial assistance which provides the opportunity for a number of Students 
at the University and Community College levels to obtain meaningful summer 
employment in local government. 

The Township of South Dumfries reported on the method of paving approximately 
one mile of boundary road between the two Townships. The method used will be a 
double surface tar and chip procedure at an estimated cost of $16,000.00. 
Council approved their share estimated at $8,000.00 into construction needs in 
the 1977 Road Budget. 

Council instructed the Clerk to obtain legal advice in terms of the 
Municipality posting "No Parking" signs on private property at Blandford Square 
to protect the fire route in front of the Shopping Centre. 

Ministry of Agriculture and Food did not allow a 1/3 subsidy payment for 
additional allownaces for damages totalling $200.00 paid on the Murray Drain. 

Tom Arnott informed Council that he would not accept the position of 
f enceviewer for the upcoming two years . 

Council authorized the Road Superintendent or the Road Foreman to attend 
the Mahony Road School in May if one of them desired to attend. 

In the forenoon, Mr. James Davison attended concerning an increase in fees 
for Canine Control. Mr. Mike Bragg from the Oxford Health Unit explained 
procedures followed by the Health Department in approving the installation 
of septic tanks and the lot area that is necessary to ensure proper operation 
of the septic systems. 

In the afternoon, Mr. Robert Stewart and Mr. William Wilson from the Office 
of the Fire Marshal attended to discuss a recent report compiled on Municipal 
Fire Protection within the Township.

Harder and Harry Walton were in attendance. 

Minutes of the March 7th, 1977 regular meeting were adopted as circulated. 

-^_ CORRESPONDENCE: 

Oxford County Land Division Committee notified Council of an application 
for severance, submitted by Diane Kursiss. Notice of Public Hearing to be 
held on March 22, 1977 at the Court House, Woodstock for the H.G. Culver & 
Co. Limited request for severance was received, and also the application for 
a natural gas right-of-way at Blandford Square will be held on March 22, 1977 
at the Court House. The two applications for severance, submitted by George 
Losoncy-Nagy, were denied by the Land Division Committee. Notice of Appeal 
against the Land Division Committee' received from Mr. Weston Sararus. The 
Committee denied Mr. Sararus 's request to seperate 5 acres of land for 
agricultural purposes in Lot 3, Concession 14 (Blenheim). 

Treleaven, Graham, White and Coad, Solicitors for Ralph and Gail Sparks, 
requested the Township Council to re zone their entire 5 acre holding located 
in Lot 7, Concession 1 (Blenheim) to Rural Residential (RR) . Council agreed 
to rezone the property. 

Simmers, Edwards, & Jenkins, Solicitors for John Dubois, submitted a 
reference plan to Council requesting Rural Residential (RR) re zoning on a 
portion of Lot 17, Concession 1 (Blenheim). Mr. Dubois' severance request 
for the parcel of land for residential use was denied by the Oxford County 
Land Division Committee. Mr. Dubois appealed the decision and the Ontario 
Municipal Board will not hold a Hearing on the matter until the proposed lot 
is rezoned. Council agreed to rezone the property. 

Council received a petition from 7 property owners in Gobies requesting 
Council to install a larger culvert on the North/South Road, 3/4 Townline 
to help alleviate surface water drainage problems in the area. Council 
instructed the Road Superintendent to make the necessary changes this summer. 

County Council advised that rezoning By-law #132-77, concerning the gypsum 
mine west of Drumbo, is deemed to conform with the Official Plan of the 
Oxford County Planning Area. 

The County Clerk advised that two separate seminars are planned in the 
County; one for Clerk-Treasurers, and one for Councillors. Topics for 
discussion are to be submitted at the earliest convenience of the groups 

concerned . 

Mr. Scott Oliver, owner of Maple Lake Park, commented on a letter the 
Township recently sent to him, concerning water pressure and frozen water 
line problems this winter at the Mobile Home Park. Mr. Oliver assured 
Council that improvements will be made to the water system in the park in 
the near future. 

Township of Norwich notified Council that they supported Blandford-Blenheim's 
resolution concerning the traffic hazard of eastbound traffic on Highway No. 2. 

Ministry of Transportation and Communications advised that $4,800.00, 1976

the East Townline road, Concession 7, between South Dumfries and Blandford-

There was only one tender received concerning the sale of the former 
Plattsville Fire Hall on Albert Street in Plattsville. Council accepted 
C. Harry Moss' offer for the property in the amount of $4,600.00. 

Grand River Conservation Authority submitted a copy of the 1977 Budget 
Estimates as well as the 1976 Annual Report and the Audited Statement. 

Ministry of Agriculture and Food enclosed a copy of the green paper on 
Planning for Agriculture: Food Land Guidelines. This new publication is 
a follow-up to a report entitled "A Strategy for Ontario Farmland". The 
paper is designed as an aid to municipalities in preserving the better land 
in the province for future food production. 

The Commission on the Reform of Property Taxation in Ontario submitted a 
report of their recommendations for implementing market value assessment.

Spot Improvements: re: Cutting down hills on the 1/4 Townline Road, 
Concession 12 and the 3/4 Townline Road, Concession 5. Municipal Drains 
accounted for $35,000.00 of the 1977 Road Construction program.

The decision on the 
Turner Wright application was deferred for further consideration. 

Ontario Municipal Board approved Re zoning By-law No. 98-76 (William Johnson) 
By-law No. 119-77 (Baxter Ramsey) and By-law No. 137-77 (David Vance) . 

Ontario Municipal Board ordered that an appeal on a decision of the County 
of Oxford Land Division Committee on a right-of-way application from Baxter 
Ramsey be dismissed since the appeal was withdrawn. 

County of Oxford Council advised that they have no objection to Re zoning 
By-law Number 144-77 (Reg Murray) since the by-law is deemed to conform with 
the Official Plan of the Oxford County Planning Area. 

Damas and Smith Limited, agents for a proposed subdivision in Wolverton, 
submitted a draft plan of the 16 lot residential sub-division to the Ministry 
of Housing in Toronto for their approval. 

Ministry of Culture and Recreation; Re: The Community Recreation Centres 
Act, advised that a grant in the amount of $1,931.25 may be expected towards 
the installation of new lights for the Bright Memorial Playing Field. The 
grant will not be available until after April 1, 1978 provided there is no 
significant reduction in the 1978-79 appropriation of funds to the program. 

Ministry of the Environment advised Council that commencing May 16, 1977, 
14 students were hired under the Ontario Experience 77 program to carry out 
a land -use survey of the Thames River basin. The students will be plotting 
areas of stream bank and soil erosion, land use and soil tillage practices 
along stream margins, and major municipal drains. 

Ministry of Natural Resources enclosed a copy of the Report Summary of the 
Mineral Aggregate Study and Geological Inventory: Southwestern Region of 
Ontario. 

Ministry of Transportation and Communications directed an advance payment 
of the 1977 Roads and Bridges subsidy in the amount of $60,150.00. 

Ministry of Treasury, Economics and Intergovernmental Affairs enclosed 
copies of the Municipal Amendment Act, 1977, the Public Utilities Amendment 
Act 1977, and the County of Oxford Amendment Act, 1977.

CORRESPONDENCE: 

Oxford County Land Division Committee notified Council of an application 
for severance received from Ken Southam and John Stewart. Notice of Public 
Hearing was received for the James Farrington, Ken Southam and John Stewart 
applications for severance. The Hearing will be held at the Court House, 
Woodstock, Ontario, on June 14, 1977. The County Land Division Committee 
granted a severance on the Larry Etherington property and denied a severance 
reauest on the Turner Wright property. 

Ontario Municipal Board notified Council that an appeal against the decision 
of the County Land Division Committee regarding a severance denial by the 
Committee on Lot 3, Concession 14 (Blenheim) was withdrawn in writing by 
the appellant (Sararus) . 

Ministry of Housing submitted a questionnaire and draft plan for Council's 
consideration and comments on a proposed sub-division in the hamlet of Wolverton, 

Oxford County Planning Committee notified Council of an application for 
an Amendment to the Oxford County Official Plan, from "Rural" to "Industrial" 
and "Commercial" on the Blandford Square Shopping Centre property now owned 
by Lehndorff Corporation, located in the South Half of Lot 12, Concession 1 
(Blandford) . The amendment is requesting that the area the Shopping Centre 
building is located on be amended to Commercial and the area north of the 
building be amended to Industrial. 

Grand River Conservation Authority issued their final approval on the 
Wolverton Variety Store. The approval was delayed due to a deed correction 
of the property owned by the Gravills. 

The Administration and Finance Committee of the County of Oxford authorized 
an additional $1,230.00 debenture issue for Blandford-Blenheim in connection 
with the Phillips Municipal Drain. 

Council accepted the County of Oxford's offer of $304.00 for a parcel of 

land 17 feet wide and 389 feet long required by the County for widening and 

reconstructing County Road #3 along the frontage of the Township's Garage 
property north of Drumbo. 

County Planning Department advised that establishment of a used car sales 
depot at Blandford Square would not conform to the zoning of the property. 
Council voted to deny Mr. T. Akkerman's request to operate the car sales 
depot based on the improper zoning of the property and the anticipated traffic 
problem the proposed business venture would create. 

Grand River Conservation Authority enclosed a summary report on the 
Environmental Assessment of Water Control Structures in the Grand River Basin. 
The Authority also commented in detail, on the costs of Channel Improvements 
to the Horner Creek. The cost estimate to prepare a detailed hydrological 
and hydraulic study of the drainage basin, aerial photography of the problem 
area (5th Line Road) including mapping and ground control and a preliminary 
engineering study of alternative flood control measures is $24,000.00. The 
municipality's share of the estimated cost would be $3,000.00 and, before 
making a final decision on the matter, Council requested more information 
from the Authority on the subject. 

David Stock, Township Solicitor commented on the ownership of Lot 2, 
Registered Plan 33 in Plattsville known as the Bowling Club property. 
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Ministry of Revenue supplied a computer-printed list of properties 
eligible for Grants-in-Lieu of Taxes. 

Township of Mono requested Council to endorse a resolution rejecting 
sections of the recommendations of the Ontario Mineral Aggregate Working 
Party to the Minister of Natural Resources: also correspondence was 
received from the County of Victoria, supporting the recommendations of the 
Mineral Aggregate Working Party. Council moved that the correspondence 
be noted and filed.

Ministry of Transportation and Communications allocated $40/500.00 
supplementary subsidy funds to the Road program for additional construction 
work scheduled in 1977. 

A carbon copy of a letter sent to the NDP Candidate of Brant, Oxford and 
Norfolk was sent to the Township by the sender Mrs. Mary Bender concerning 
saving the maple trees on County Road #3. Council felt they were not 
involved in the construction of County Road #3 and that every effort to 
save the trees, where possible, had been taken by the Engineers who designed 
the road reconstruction.

The Minutes on this matter 
should state that Council authorized a courtesy letter to be sent to Mrs. 
Bender for her concern regarding the Maple trees. 

CORRESPONDENCE : 



County Of Oxford Land Division Committee notified Council of an application 
for severance received from Diane & Evalds Kursiss and Lincoln Coleman. 
Notice of Public Hearing for the Coleman and Kursiss applications for severance 
was received. The hearing will be held on June 28, 1977 at the Court House, 
Woodstock, Ontario. The Land Division Committee granted the Farrington 
severance which severs a 25 acre parcel to an abutting landowner. The John 
Stewart and Ken Southam application for severance for residential uses was 
granted by the Land Division Committee. 

The Ontario Municipal Board appointed Friday, September 9, 1977 at 10:00 a.m. 
for a Public Hearing at the Municipal Offices in Drumbo to hear objections 
to Restricted Area Zoning By-law Number 77-76. This by-law includes the 
former Township of Blandford into the Blenheim by-law plus makes text changes 
to the original Blenheim by-law. 

The Ontario Municipal Board approved amending zoning by-laws No. 139-77 
(Gib Jones), No. 140-77 (Robert Livingston) and No. 143-77 (Cveta Jokic) . 
This approval completes the zone change on the above persons properties. 

Oxford County Board of Education advised Council that in accordance with 
the Education Act the Board will levy interest charges on all late receipts 
of School tax levies and tax revenue levies under Section 43 of the Assessment 
Act. 

The Grand River Conservation Authority is conducting a tour of Environ- 
mental Assessment of Water Control Structures in the Grand River Basin on 
July 6th, 1977. Points of interest on the tour are the Guelph Sewage 
Treatment Plant, Arkell Springs Recharge, Guelph Dam, Montrose Reservoir, 
and Bridgeport. 

Council agreed to carry out the Grand River Conservation Authority's 
recommendations concerning the flooding of Homers Creek on the 5th Line Road. 
The hydrological study and aerial photography of the problem area will be 
started in 1977. 

Township of South -West Oxford requested Council to endorse a resolution 
recommending to the County of Oxford Finance Committee that debentures not 
be sold on the American Market debentures be sold more frequently than twice 
yearly and that issuance be handled by municipal staff so as to avoid brokerage 
fees. Council tabled the request until their next meeting. 

The 1976 Census of Canada final population figure for the Township of 
Blandford-Blenheim is 6,789.

Council met at the Township Office at 7:00 p.m. for their second regular 

meeting of the Month. Mayor Ross Livingston presided, Councillor-at-Large 

Perry Sibbick and Councillors Roy Baker, Harvey Brown, Robert Gilholm, Don 
Harder, and Harry Walton were in attendance. 

Miniutes of the July 4th, 1977 meeting were adopted as printed and circulated. 

CORRESPONDENCE : 

Oxford County Land Division Committee notified Council of a Public Hearing 
scheduled for July 26, 1977 at the Court House, Woodstock for the Gary Koebel 
application for severance. The Land Division Committee granted the Belva 
Kalbfleisch application for severance subject to rezoning by the Township. 

Oxford County Council advised that they consider Rezoning By-law No. 153-77 
(Jim Livesey) conforms with the Official Plan of the Oxford County Planning 
Area. 

Ontario Municipal Board approved amending rezoning by-law no. 144-77 
(Reg Murray) . The By-law changed the zoning on a one acre parcel of land 
from Agricultural to Rural Residential. 

County Planning Department sent Council two copies of a draft report of 
the Housing Policy Study for the County of Oxford, recently received, from 
their Planning Consultants. Council is requested to comment on the contents 
of the draft report prior to August 31, 1977. 

Ministry of the Environment enclosed an agreement which, when enacted, will 
provide $2,000.00 from the Ministry for fill cover on two abandoned landfill 
sites in the Township. The landfill sites are located in Lot 24, Concession 9 
and Lot 17, Concession 5 in the former Township of Blenheim. 

Council received a subdivision proposal for Lot 15, Concession 2 in the 
former Township of Blandford. The applicants, Sunnieholm Developments Limited, 
are planning the subdivision in two stages. The first stage is contained 
within the City of Woodstock's boundaries, east of Lansdowne Avenue and the 
second stage is located in the Township of Blandford-Blenheim. 

Loker and Clement, Barristers and Solicitors for Brian Johnson, requested 
Council to agree in principle to the closing of Allchin Street in Wolverton 
south of Main Street. Allchin Street is located west of the Johnson home 
and leads to the River flats of the Nith to the south. Council has no objection 
to the street closing provided there are no other objections and the applicant 
bears all expenses of the proceeding. 

Township Solicitor, David Stock, enclosed a cheque in the amount of $250.00 
representing the Supreme Court of Ontario's penalty against Baxter Ramsey for 
violating the Stop Work Order that was in effect on the Bright Elevators Site 
on the Ramsey property. 

County of Oxford requested the Township to submit a 1977 five year capital 
forecast which the County consolidates with the other area municipalities 
and submits to the Ontario Municipal Board. Council approved a five year 
capital forecast totalling $650,000. In 1977, the forecast of $240,000. is 
to cover municipal drain expenditures. 

Ministry of Culture and Recreation submitted a Conditional Commitment on 
the Installation of Lighting and Purchase of Playground Equipment, and assigned 
#C-S-0167-77 to the Wintario Project. 

Leonard Dickson, Architects, after conducting a visual inspection of the 
former Bright Town Hall, commented that the structural components appear to 
be true and plumb with no sign of deterioration. Council requested that the 
firm comment on the capabilities of the Town Hall meeting the Ministry of 
standards designed for public buildings. 
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Ministry of Agriculture and Food requested the Clerk to submit a schedule 
listing outstanding loan applications that have not been used to date under 
the Tile Drainage Act. 

The firm of Johnson and Baetz Well Boring installed a well at the Drumbo 
Fire Hall recently. The bored well is 47^ feet deep. 

Council accepted the quote of Frank Cowan Company Limited, Princeton, 
Ontario for providing Fire Extended Coverage Form "k"-66 on the Plattsville 
Arena. Based on $400,000. coverage, Cowan's price was $2,000.00 and North 
Blenheim Insurance Company quoted $2,140.00 per annum. Council, also moved 
to increase the coverage on the arena to $450,000.00. 

Ken Smart, Consulting Engineer, submitted a draft agreement affecting 
future development of Forrest Estates Mobile Home Park.

Oxford County Land Division Committee notified Council of an application 
received from Robert Grant and V.A. Stotesbury. Notice of Public Hearing 
scheduled for September 13, 1977 was received for the Robert Bullock appli- 
cation for severance. A public hearing was held August 23, 1977 at the 
Court House for the following severance applications: R.S. Clemence, Earl 
Hunter, John Kleri, Donald McLaren and James Tedley. Decisions on the 
foregoing applications for severance were as follows: R.S. Clemence - Not 
Granted; Earl Hunter - Granted subject to Estate Residential Rezoning; 
John Kleri - Deferred at the request of the applicant's Solicitor; Donald 
McLaren - Granted subject to Rural Residential Rezoning; James Tedley - 
Granted (Infilling situation in Princeton) . 

Woodstock Planning Advisory Committee notified Council of a meeting 
scheduled on September 7, 1977 at City Hall, Woodstock to consider a 
proposed subdivision east of Lansdowne Avenue lands abutting Blandford- 
Blenheim. 

Township of Delhi requested Council to support a resolution they passed 
concerning Sections of the Drainage Act that were not proclaimed in force 
dealing with subsidy for municipal drain maintenance. 

County of Oxford enclosed a copy of a letter sent to the Honourable 

Darcy McKeough concerning various boundary disputes within the County. 

A letter was received from the Office of the Premier requesting the Town- 
ship to nominate one (1) person from Blandford-Blenheim to received a medal 
commemorating the 25th anniversary of the Accession of Her Majesty the Queen 
to the Throne. The award of the Medal is intended as an expression of 
appreciation for recipients in various walks of life, and the esteem in 
which they are held by their associates. Council named Council lor-at-Large 
Perry Sibbick to receive the medal due to his many years of devoted service 
at the local municipal level and also at the County level. 

County Engineer, Donald Pratt advised that the County Engineering 
Department is preparing a plan proposing certain improvements for the 
intersections of County Roads No. 3 and No. 29 in Drumbo. 

Ministry of Agriculture and Food enclosed a questionnaire regarding Live 
Stock Losses resulting from attacks by dogs. 

Ministry of Culture and Recreation advised that no further commitments 
are being issued under the Community Recreation Centres Act legislation at 
this time. The Ministry has committed their 1977-78 and 1978-79 budget 
levels and will be holding future applications in chronological order 
according to the date of receipt at Queen's Park.

A letter was sent to the Township from the law firm of Lawrence, Ludwig 
& Lichtenheldt, Kitchener on behalf of the Plattsville and District Horse 
Breeders Association concerning title to the Horse Show Grounds in Plattsville 
located behind the Plattsville Arena in Part of the South Half of Lot 17, 
Concession 13. The Horse Show property was deeded and registered to the 
former Township of Blenheim in October, 1952. The problem of ownership of 
the lands was brought to light with the erection of the new arena and the 
building required for storing the tractor used for ice making. The portable 
building encroaches lands considered to be Horse Show Grounds and the 
Association is requesting the Township of either make payment to the 
Association for the entire 1.3 acre parcel of land or in lieu of severing off 
a portion of property to the arena site, the Association is requesting clear 
title to the balance of the lands. The lands were, by clear title, registered 
in the name of the Township in 1952, however, the understanding apparently 
was that the lands were being held in trust for the Horse Breeders Association. 
The deed to the property does not mention that the lands were being held in 
Trust, however, a letter was sent by the Township to that effect. Council 
dealt with the matter by resolution. 

Ken Smart, Professional Engineer, appointed Thursday, September 8, 1977 
at 10:00 a.m. for an on site inspection of ratepayers inthe water shed of the 
Mitchell Drain in Lots 1, 2 & 3, Concession 12 & 13 (Blenheim), and on the 
same day at 1:30 p.m. for a site inspection of ratepayers in the watershed 
of Lots 12 & 13, Concession 2 (Blenheim). 

A letter was received from Giffen, Pensa, Solicitors for Forrest Estates 
Home Sales Inc. (Ken and Marie Hughes) advising that a Court Order will be 
issued requiring the Township to issue 11 additional building permits at 
Forrest Estates. The Township's Solicitor, Mr. David Stock enclosed his 
comments on the Township's position in refusing the permits. Mr. & Mrs. 
Hughes stated while in attendance at the Council meeting that the Court Order 
action will not be pursued at this time. 

Ministry of the Environment enclosed a copy of the minutes resulting from 
a meeting Council had with the Honourable George Kerr in Toronto on July 26th, 
1977 concerning the delay in the Plattsville Sewage and Water Works Project.

CORRESPONDENCE : 

County of Oxford Land Division Committee notified Council of a Public 
Hearing at the County Court House on October 11, 1977 concerning the Donald 
Robson and the William Vink applications for severance. The Land Division 
Committee Granted the John Kleri severance and denied the Robert Bullock 
severance. 

Ontario Municipal Board approved rezoning by-law number 153-77 (Jim Livesey) . 
The spot rezoning in Lot 11, Concession 3 (Blandford) to Rural Residential, 
permits the erection of a single family dwelling. 

County of Oxford deemed rezoning by-law number 16 2-77 (Estate of Stuart 
Scott) to conform with the Official Plan of the Oxford County Planning Area. 

County of Oxford, Treasurer, Howard Day, requested Blandford-Blenheim' s 
requirements for the 1977 fall debenture issue. The municipality requires 
debentures for the following municipal drains: Berg, Cowan, Hall, Hughes, 
and Ovington. 

Ministry of Agriculture and Food and Robert Nixon, MPP for Blandford- 
Blenheim acknowledged receipt of the Township's letter endorsing the 
resolution of the Township of Delhi asking the province to proclaim those 
sections of the Drainage Act dealing with grants on maintenance. 

Ministry of Natural Resources issued a licence under the terms and conditions 
set out in The Pits and Quarries Control Act for Lots 23, 24, Concession 12 
(Bright Sand & Gravel Ltd.) for annual tonnage limit of 100,000 tons per annum. 

Also, Natural Resources advised Council that all trappers must obtain 

written permission from each land owner before attempting to trap upon their 
property. 

Ministry of Treasury, Economics and Intergovernmental Affairs enclosed from 
the Treasurer of Ontario, the Honourable Darcy McKeough. The speech dealt 
with the Provinces transfer of grants to local government for 1978 and also 
the Treasurer's attempt to have a balanced Provincial budget by 1981. 

Township of Wilmot enclosed a copy of a resolution dealing with Fire 
Agreements for Blandford-Blenheim from the New Dundee Department. The 
suggested rate for 1978 is $1,200.00 for the first two calls and $600.00 for 
the first hour and $150.00 for each additional hour or part thereof.

Ministry of Culture and Recreation advised that effective January 1, 1978, 
all proposals for a capital project requiring assistance through the Wintario 
Capital Grant program must be submitted for consideration before the project 
begins . 

Also, under the Community Recreation Centres Act, the Ministry advised 

receipt of the application for the Plattsville Tennis Courts, however, due 
to the heavy demand for funds across the Province, it will take some time to 
reply to the Township's request with a definite answer. 

Township of East Zorra -Tavistock requested Council to endorse a resolution 
which asks the Ministry of Agriculture and Food to consider amending the 
Drainage Act to include a section stating that a minimum assessment of $10.00 
be placed against fractional acreage in a municipal drain watershed. The 
effect of the motion would be to help alleviate administrative costs, such as, 
printing and postage involved in a Municipal Drain. Council supported the 
request. 
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A letter was received from the Drumbo Hydro Electric Commission outlining 
the following resolution passed by the utility:

Council felt this was necessary and felt it would 
not cause any hardship on the owner since the drawings could be prepared in 
the winter for 1978 construction. 

Pg. 3, Sec. 6 This section deals with written recommendations of a competent 

and recognized Soils Engineer. Mr. Smart felt a one page 
letter based on cross sections of soil after Ministry of the Environment 
tested the area for sewage systems and water was adequate. Council also 
concurred with this approach. 

Pg. 3, Sec. 8 The owner questioned the extent of storm drainage required. 

The Township Engineer and Council require the drainage as 
stated; outlet for foundation tile of all lots is required. 

Pg . 4, Sec. 10 The owner stated that underground hydro to the nine lot 

subdivision would cost $1,100.00 per lot, and suggested that 
Council accept overhead hydro. Council after discussing the matter felt 
that the underground hydro was required, and the owners of the lots in the 
future would appreceiate the value of this type of installation of hydro 
services . 

Pg. 5, Sec. 20 This section deals with the Township Engineer approving the 

contractor who will install the public services. Township 
Engineer and the owner both agreed that this would very unlikely cause a 
problem since the owner was just as concerned as the Township was in hiring 
a competent contractor. 

Pg. 7, Sec. 27 This section deals with the Township's acceptance of the 

public services from the owner. Council agreed to change the 
maximum of 90 days to 30 days; the time the Township has to give the owner 
a certificate evidencing completion of the public services. 

Pg. 13 Sec. 45 The owner questioned the impost charges. Council will comment 
on the requirement if any at a later date. 

Pg. 13 Sec. 46 Council agreed that laneway culverts could be installed prior 

to house construction beginning on each lot and the culverts 
could be stored at the Township yards. 

Schedule "B" 

1 . b) The owner questioned this section and Council stated that a cash 

settlement in lieu of land in the amount of 5% of the value of the 
lot will be required by the Township. 

3. The owner requested the Township to deed a one foot reserve to the 

developer on the north side of the Jarvis Street Extension. Council 
will comment/ on the owners request, at a later date. 

Many other areas of the agreement were discussed in brief detail. 

Council discussed the emergency access into the subdivision (RE: Church 
Street) and instructed the Clerk to contact John M. Taylor and request that 
land for road purposes be deeded to the Township north of County Road No. 29 
in order to connect with the Road in Marlar Developments. Council stated 
that they are prepared to pay the total costs of installing the new road.

County of Oxford is in the process of preparing a County Official Plan. 
Notification was received from the County Planning Committee that two public 
meetings will be held in Blandford-Blenheim, 

1. Blandford Square, Saturday, October 29/77 1:30 p.m. till 4:30 p.m. 

2. Township Office, Tuesday, November 1/77 7:00 p.m. till 9:00 p.m. 
The meetings will focus on Land use policies. 

County of Oxford Planning Department required Council's comments on 
boundary changes that would affect Blandford-Blenheim. Council felt that 
they were satisfied with the present boundaries of the Township. The Planning 
Department is compiling information from all area municipalities within the 
County in order to report to County Council on recent boundary disputes 
within the County. 

K. Smart, Consulting Engineer, submitted a cost estimate with an upset 
limit of $500.00 for preparing a structural appraisal on the Bright Town 
Hall. Council accepted the estimate and instructed Mr. Smart to prepare the 
report. 

Town of Dundas requested Council to endorse a resolution regarding 
unsatisfactory postal service in Canada. The resolution recommended to the 
Honourable Postmaster General that 1) Immediate steps be taken to remedy 
the present inefficient Postal Service. 2) All future collective bargaining 
negotiations include at least one member of the public to safeguard the 
interest of that Party. 

Township of Wilmot enclosed a proposed 1978 fire protection agreement for 
Council's consideration, and also a copy of the 1977 agreement which the 
signing of had been overlooked. Council signed the 1977 agreement and will 
discuss the 1978 proposal at a later date . 

Township of East Zorra-Tavistock commented on the closing of the boundary 
bridge located at Lot 15, Concession 18 (East Zorra) or Lot 8, Concession 8 
(Blandford) . The bridge, now closed, has the load carrying capacity of 
( Zero) tons and the Ministry of Transportation and Communications recommended 
replacement of the structure. The Council of East Zorra-Tavistock Township 
decided to replace the structure, since the bridge is under their jurisdiction, 
however, Blandford-Blenheim must share 50% of the expenses involved. The 
estimated total cost of replacing the bridge is $150,000.00, however the 
Province (MTC) pays an 80% subsidy. 

County of Oxford, Road Engineer enclosed a diagram of the temporary solution 
that was placed on the main corner of Drumbo regarding the painting of "No 
Parking" areas and cross walks on the pavement. 

Township of Charlottenburg requested Council to endorse a resolution stating 
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that the issue of capital punishment should be placed on the next ballot as 
a national referendum to allow the people of Canada to decide the issue. 
Council moved to note and file the correspondence. 

Ministry of Culture and Recreation gave final approval to the Wintario 
project in Bright concerning the installation of Lighting and the purchase 
of playground equipment. A cheque in the amount of $1,956.88 will be 
forwarded to the Township. The Community Recreation Centres Act Grant will 
not be available on the Bright Park project until after April 1st, 1978. 

Ministry of the Environment enclosed a copy of an agreement, duly signed, 
authorizing the Township to provide additional cover on two closed land 
fill sites in the former Township of Blenheim. The Province will pay $2,000.00 
towards the improvement of Lot 24, Concession 9 and Lot 16, Concession 5. 

Ministry of Transportation and Communications advanced $44,350.40 subsidy 
on the Township's 1977 Road program. 

Council authorized Mr. Gilbert Thibideau to provide snow removal service 
on the sidewalks in Plattsville for the upcoming winter. 

Ontario Good Roads Association informed Council that the annual convention 
will be held at the Royal York Hotel, Toronto commencing Monday, February 
20th to Wednesday, February 22nd 1978 inclusive. 

Council, at the October 27th meeting, authorized a $10,000. increase of 
insurance coverage on the Princeton Centennial Building. The building will 
now be insured for $150,000. and the contents $10,000. 

Council approved the extraction of 150,000 tons of gravel from Bright 
Sand & Gravel's pit located in Lots 23 & 24, Concession 12 in the former 
Township of Blenheim. 

Council requested the Clerk to notify Mr. Russell Stewart, Lot 22, 
Concession 13 by registered letter that the second house located on his 
property must be removed after Mr. William Shultiz, the Stewart's uncle 
has passed on.

Oxford County Land Division Committee sent notification to Council regarding 
a Public Hearing to be held November 22, 1977 at the Court House, Woodstock 
to consider Mrs. Jack Vink's application for severance. The Mrs. Jean Porter 
application for severance was denied by the Committee. 

County of Oxford Planning Department sent notification of an application 
for Draft Approval of a Plan of Subdivision in Lot 12, Concession 6 (Drumbo) 
on lands owned by William Vink. The proposed subdivision contains 62 single 
family lots with a minimum area of 20,000 square feet for each lot. 

County Council registered no objection to minor variance application #6-77 
(John Wettlaufer) . The variance will permit the frontage on the Wettlaufer 
residence located in Bright to be reduced to 78 feet and the area of the lot 
to be reduced to 10,296 square feet. 

The Township of Sandwich West, Windsor, Ontario requested Council to endorse 
a resolution regarding an addendum to the Highway Traffic Act to allow that, 
where the identity of the driver of an illegally passing vehicle with regards 
to school buses is not possible, the vehicle owner be fined upon proper 
identification of the vehicle by the school bus driver. At present, the bus 
drivers must report the licence plate number and be able to identify the 
driver of the vehicle passing a school bus illegally in order to get a 
conviction.

Council will view the situation on their road tour scheduled for November 28th. 

Ministry of Natural Resources enclosed a revised site plan for a licensed 
gravel pit located at Lot 5, Concession 11 (Blenheim). The tonnage on the 
gravel pit owned by Leslie Adamkiewicz has been increased and approved at 
150,000 tons per year.

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Correspondence Cont'd 

Ministry of Culture and Recreation enclosed a copy of the Revised Guidelines 
on the Designation of Heritage Conservation Districts. The guidelines re- 
commend that Official Plans have statements in them relating to Heritage 
Conservation. 

Ministry of Transportation and Communications enclosed a copy of a letter 
sent to VanWees Flower Centre in Princeton requiring that the illuminated 
sign with flashing lights be removed, since it does not conform with sign 
regulations of the Ministry. 

The Solicitor General of Canada, responsible for the Canadian Penitentiaries, 
outlined to Council that the industrial programs within the institutions are 
mass producing items such as lockers, shelving, park tables, office furniture, 
etc. Council was asked to consider buying products through this system in the 
future since all production must be marketed to tax supported or non profit 
organizations. Council moved to note and file the correspondence. 

Ministry of Housing submitted an Annual Housing Review concerning over-all 
housing targets within the Township regarding single, semi-detached, row and 
apartment dwellings. Council moved to note and file this correspondence. 

Ministry of Housing and the County Planning Department commented on the 
Marlar Development Inc. proposed subdivision in Drumbo . The Marlar proposal 
planned on developing lots on individual water supply and since the Taylor 
subdivision has been submitted on a public water system the County and the 
Ministry of Housing feel the Marlar proposed should proceed in conjunction 
with the Taylor proposal on a similar level of servicing. 

Ministry of Transportation and Communications transferred the Highway No. 
97 into the jurisdiction of the County of Oxford, effective November 2, 1977. 

Council agreed to grant the employees December 26th and 27th, ana January 
2nd, 1978 as holidays in lieu of the holidays over the Christmas season. 

Council discussed the Public Meeting held in Plattsville on November 16th, 
1977 to review a proposed storm drainage system, for Plattsville. It was noted 
that 180 notices were sent out to property owners and residences and, 
although the turn-out was less than anticipated, the majority of people who 
attended the meeting favoured the storm drainage improvements. The proposal 
would cost property owners who have frontage on the streets where the new 
drain is to be constructed, approximately $900.00 and all other property owners, 
approximately $400.00. In the future, if new drains are installed on all 
other streets, an additional charge of approximately $500.00 would be assessed 
against the property owners who front on the drain extensions. The net result 
would be everyone would be served by a new municipal drain and would have paid 
$900.00 towards the cost. The municipality would pay over 50% of the costs 
through roads and municipal property. Due to the timing of having the drain 
constructed in conjunction with water and sewer installations, and since the 
majority present at the public meeting favoured improved drainage, Council 
instructed the Road Superintendent to sign a petition that would instigate 
a new drainage system in Plattsville. 

Council dealt with cancellation of taxes through Section 636 a) of the 
Municipal Act. 

There were no delegations at the evening meeting.

Council met at the Township Office at 9:30 a.m. for their first regular 
meeting of the Month. Mayor Ross Livingston presided, Councillor-at-Large 
Perry Sibbick and Councillors Harvey Brown, Robert Gilholm, Don Harder and 
Harry Walton were in attendance. 

Minutes of the November 21st, 1977 meeting were adopted as printed and 
circulated. 

CORRESPONDENCE : 

Oxford County Land Division Committee sent notification to Council regard- 
ing a Public Hearing to be held December 13, 1977 at the Court House, 
Woodstock to consider the David Sim application for severance. The Land 
Division Committee granted Mrs. Jack Vink three residential lot severances 
east of Elizabeth Street at Vink Estates subject to residential rezoning 
and a development agreement being signed between the applicant and the 
Township. Mrs. Jean Porter appealed the County Land Division Committees' 
decision not to grant a severance of a residential lot in Lot 24, concession 
1 (Creditville) . 

Oxford County Planning Committee is considering an application for an 
Amendment to the Oxford County Official Plan from "Rural" to "Suburban" 
to permit an 83 unit expansion to an existing mobile home park. The property 
is located in the NE \ of Lot 4, Concession 3 (Blandford) abutting Forrest 
Estates Mobile Home Park and the 401 Highway. Council commented unfavourably 
to the proposed amendment. 

Ministry of Housing approved a draft plan of sub-division located in Lot 
9, Concession 8 at Wolverton for a 16 lot subdivision. The proposal is 
planned with individual deep wells and septic tank systems for each lot. 
Each lot has a minimum area of 20,000 square feet. 

Ministry of Culture and Recreation gave final approval for Wintario grants 
on the Plattsville Arena project. A final cheque in the amount of $24,740.45 
will be paid on the project bringing the total Wintario grants received to a 
grand total of $141,808.45. 

Also, the final payment under the authority of The Community Recreation 

Centres Act for the Plattsville Arena in the amount of $24,182.75 will be 
forth - comming. The total grants will total $70,000.00. 

Council received copies of three letters concerning the delay in developing 
the Larry Ether ington subdivision. The letters were addressed to Harry Parrott 
M.P.P., Mr. Peter Atcheson, Director of Planning for Oxford County and Mr. 
George Douglas, P. Eng. for Springbank Consulting Engineers. Two of the 
letters dealt with Douglas questioning Atcheson regarding the County of Oxford's 
policy on subdivisions and Atcheson' s reply to Douglas. The third letter 
addressed to Harry Parrott M.P.P. from Larry Etherington dealt with an account 
of all proceedings involved with the subdivision commencing in February, 1973. 

Mr. Etherington' s proposed 9 lot subdivision with individual wells and 
septic tank systems in Drumbo was not approved by the Ministry of Housing after 
plans for additional subdivisions were presented to the County of Oxford. 
The County feels if there are two additional large subdivisions planned in 
Drumbo, the first subdivision (Etherington's) should be serviced in the same 
manner as the larger developments, for example municipal water systems. 

v A letter from Margaret Birch, Provincial Secretary for Social Development, 

\ was received acknowledging the Township's letter regarding the legal drinking 

age in Ontario. The letter included an enclosure of a statement from Premier 
William Davis stating that the Government intends to introduce a resolution 
^ — and/or Bill in the spring session to deal with the problem. 

Ministry of Natural Resources enclosed copies of licences for two gravel 
pits: 

1) Bright Sand & Gravel Limited, Lots 23 and 24, Concession 12 (Blenheim), 
Tonnage Limit of 150,000 Tons annually. 

2) Community Farms Limited, Lot 12, Concession 11 (Blenheim) Tonnage Limit 
of 50,000 Tons annually. 
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Ontario Hydro requested Council to close the road allowance between 
concessions 9 and 10 extending easterly from the road allowance between 
Lots 6 and 7 to its intersection with the limit of Highway #401. The 
road closing is required to accomodate construction of a proposed trans- 
former station. 

Simmers, Edwards, Jenkins, Solicitors for Bruce Stevenson requested 
Council to close Jackson Street in Wolverton to correct an encroachment 
problem of the Stevenson house on a portion of Jackson Street. 

Robert Nixon, M.P.P. for Brant, Oxford and Norfolk enclosed a copy of 
Bill 111 being "An Act to provide for Municipal Hydro-Electric Service in 
the County of Oxford" which was introduced in the Legislature and received 
first reading on November 25th, 1977.

CORRESPONDENCE : 

County of Oxford Land Division Committee granted the David Sim application 
for severance, provided the severed parcel of land is conveyed to the abutting 
landowner, the Grand River Conservation Authority. 

Ontario Municipal Board appointed Tuesday, January 31st, 1978 at 10:00 a.m. 
at the County Court House for a hearing in the matter of two appeals by George 
Losoncy-Nagy from two decisions of the County of Oxford Land Division Committee. 
Mr. Nagy, the owner of Lot 14, Concession 8 (Blenheim) was denied two severance 
requests of 5 acres each by the Land Division Committee. 

Oxford County Planning Commissioner, J. P. Atcheson, commented that rezoning 
by-law 172-77 (Jenny vanAsselt) , by-law 173-77 (Peter Vink) and by-law 175-77 
(John Wettlaufer) conform to the Official Plan of the Oxford County Planning 
Area .

Mrs. Edmunds is 
concerned over the fire hazard the vacant church building, located beside her 
house, presents. Council requested the Clerk to send a letter to the owner 
of the property and suggest that the hydro be disconnected from the building. 

Ministry of Treasury, Economics and Intergovernmental Affairs enclosed a 
form outlining a tenative calculation of the Township's 1977 unconditional 
grant entitlements for 1977. The municipality will receive $26,58 2.00 under 
the General Support Grant policy for 1977. 

Township of East Zorra-Tavistock Council passed a resolution concerning 
land values of various parcels of land involved in construction of a boundary 
road bridge located \h miles north of Innerkip in Lot 8, Concession 8 (Blandford) 
subject to the approval of Blandford-Blenheim Council. Council reviewed the 
rate of $1,800.00 per acre and concurred with the decision of East Zorra- 
Tavistock Council. The total amount of land involved is approximately 4.6 
acres. 

Grand River Conservation Authority enclosed a copy of the Citizen's Advisory 
Committee Report concerning Environmental Assessment of Water Control Structures 
in the Grand River Basin for Council's information and review. 

A two volume report of the Provincial-Municipal Grants Reform Committee's 
recommendations was enclosed for Council's information. The report outlines 
all the provincial grants presently in existence in Ontario and recommends 
■"1 that the number of grant programs be reduced from presently 87 to 37 in the 

future. 

^ — Ministry of Culture and Recreation advised that , in view of increased 

expenditures on the addition to the Princeton Community Hall, a grant increase 
of $2,500.00 may be expedted under the Community Recreation Centres Act. 

Mrs. Margaret Scrivener, Minister of the Ministry of Revenue advised that the 
return of the assessment rolls to the municipalities will be postponed until 
January 19, 1978, therefore, assessment notices to all land owners, tenants and 
businesses will be mailed no later than January 4th, 1978. 
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A letter was received from Larry Etherington concerning his subdivision 
in Drumbo which outlined that he was willing to co-operate in a joint venture 
of development with the proposed Taylor subdivision, provided the Taylor 
proposal progressed and actual work began in a reasonable time period. 

Canadian National Railways advised that their express office will deliver 
and pickup all shipments to or from a customer's business or home including 
farms and rural locations. 

Effective in 1978 the regular Council meetings in the Township will be held 
the 1st Wednesday, commencing at 9:30 a.m., and the 3rd Wednesday, commencing 
at 7:00 p.m., of each month. 

Council dealt with the final tax cancellations for 1977 under Section 636a) 
of the Municipal Act. 

Council authorized the write-off of the 1973 and 1974 taxes of two vacant 
parcels of land presently considered of no value. 

1) Roll No. 020-050-110-00 Taylor Estate - $17.60 

2) Roll No. 020-060-151-00 Becker Estate - $26.15 

Mrs. Doris Glend inning, Treasurer, Mr. Willard King, Chairman, and George 
Wollcott, Secretary of the Plattsville Arena Advisory Board, attended to 
present the financial report of the arena and booth activities as of October 
31st, 1977. The financial report was very favourable considering the arena 
was not in operation for a full year because of construction of the new 
facility. 

Mr. Charlie Rand, Mr. Elton Wilker and Mr. Melvin Balls, Chairman of the 
Rural Farm Improvement Committee attended requesting a grant from the Municipality 
Council authorized a $750.00 grant be paid to the Committee in 1978. The 
Committee was established to run a contest of farm improvement in the County 
prior to the 1980 International Plowing Match Scheduled to be held in Oxford 
County.
